Police appeal 
after crash 


POLICE in 
Porthcawl have 
issued an appeal for 
information after a 
late night crash just 
outside the town led 
to two people being 
taken to hospital 
with serious 

injuries. 

A South Wales Police 
spokesman said: “At 
approximately 11.25pm 
on Saturday, December 
30, a serious injury road 
traffic collision occurred 
on the A4229 Porthcawl 
at the junction with 
Mount Pleasant road 
(which leads to a further 
road known locally as zig 
zag hill) 

“Two vehicles were 
involved - a white Fiat 
500 motor car and a red 
Vauxhall Corsa. 

“The two occupants of 
the Vauxhall Corsa 
sustained serious injuries 
and were conveyed to 


Hospital where they 
remain receiving 

treatment. 

“The road was closed 
to allow collision 
investigators to examine 
the scene. 

“South Wales Police 
are appealing for any 
witnesses to contact 
them. 

“The Police would 
like to speak to any 
person who witnessed 
the collision or who 
stopped to provide 
assistance, or anyone 
who may have seen 
either of the vehicles 
being driven prior to the 
collision and who have 
not yet given their 
details.”

She added: “We also 
have Drop In Sessions 
restarting on 
Wednesday, JanuarylO, 
from 10.30am to 12 
midday.

MARS and Jupiter 
rise in the early 
hours with Jupiter 
considerably the 
brighter of the two. 

They continue to 
move closer together 
until Mars passes south 
of Jupiter on January 7. 
On January 1, Mercury 
reaches 22.66 degrees 
west of the Sun in the 
eastern morning sky and 
the Jupiter-Mars 

grouping further out 
from the Sun points the 
way to this difficult-to- 
see planet. The 
Quadrantid meteors were 
due on the night of 
January 3, but the bright 
moon might have made 
them hard to see. 
Cassiopeia 

Last month we looked 
at the winter 
constellation Orion 
which is prominent in 
our south-eastern skies. 
This month, we turn our 
attention to Orion’s 
opposite number - 
Cassiopeia, the Queen of 
the North. The 

combination of its simple 
W shape and the 
brightness of its stars 
makes Cassiopeia one of 
the most recognisable 
constellations in the 
northern night sky. 

Cassiopeia sits on the 
luminous band of stars 
which gives us a side-on 
view into the outer edge 
of the flat disc of our 
Milky Way galaxy. You 
will, however, need a 
dark country sky to see 
this soft-glowing 

expanse which extends 
from the western to 


eastern horizon. The 
constellation was first 
catalogued in the second 
century by the Greek 
astronomer, Ptolemy, and 
was named after 
Cassiopeia, the boastful 
wife of King Cepheus of 
Ethiopia. Her arrogance 
led to her downfall as she 
claimed that both she and 
her daughter, 

Andromeda, were more 
beautiful than the sea 
nymphs called the 
Nereids. 

This angered the sea 
god Poseidon who sent 
the sea monster Cetus to 
ravage their kingdom. 
To pacify the monster, 
their daughter. Princess 
Andromeda was left tied 
to a rock by the sea. She 
was rescued just before 
being devoured: by 
Perseus who later 
married her. 

Schedar, located at the 
bottom right of 
Cassiopeia’s W is the 
brightest star in the 
constellation and is an 
orange giant some 228 
light years distant from 
Earth. It is 40 times 
larger in diameter than 
our Sun. The arrow head 
formed by the segment of 
the W with Schedar at its 
tip points directly to 
M31, the Andromeda 
galaxy, with Cassiopeia’s 
daughter, the 

Constellation 
Andromeda just a little 
further on. 

Next month we’ll look 
at the third of the great 
winter constellations, 
The Plough or Big 
Dipper. 


IT is not only 
women who can 
suffer post-natal 
depression, says 
Chris Elmore.

“Will the Leader of the 
House find time for a 
Government debate to 
bring new light on to this 
area of mental health, 
which has a real impact 
on fathers right across 


the UK?” 

Leader of the House, 
Andrea Leadsom, said 
she was “absolutely 
sympathetic” to the point 
Mr Elmore had made. 

She told him: “In fact, 
I may even have heard a 
speech by the gentleman 
he mentions. 

“I care passionately 
about the subject of pre¬ 
natal, peri-natal and post¬ 
natal depression of 
mothers and fathers, 
which can have an 
extremely profound 
impact on the future 
long-term mental health 
of their child. 

“I positively 

encourage the hon 
Gentleman to seek a back 
bench debate on this 
subject because there are 
members right across the 
House who take a big 
interest in early years.” 


CAN you make a 
poppy in 2018 to 
commemorate the 
ending of the First 
World War? 

Last May, at the 
Wonderwool exhibition 
at Builth Wells people 
were asked to knit or 
crochet poppies to 
make a curtain of 
poppies at the next 
exhibition in April as a 
support for the British 
Legion to 

commemorate the end 
of the First World War 
in 1918. 

As a result of this, 
the Craftemoon Group 
in the Wesley Church 
Centre, Tondu, decided 
to make poppies to 
send to the display at 
the exhibition. 

As a group they 
decided to create their 
own curtain of poppies 
for the November 2017 
Remembrance Sunday, 


before sending them to 
Wonderwool as their 
tribute to the people 
who gave their lives. 

The group worked 
tirelessly and with great 
enthusiasm to make 
500 poppies and strings 
on which to hang them. 
The whole curtain was 
made from wool either 
knitted or spool knitted 
and the poppies were 
sewn on double-sided.

long that vote would keep us there. Outside on 
Westminster Bridge a car made its murderous way 
along the pavement as its driver destroyed the lives 
of pedestrians and a brave police officer.

Council elections 
were still to be concluded before the General could 
start. Party members and volunteers who are the 
unacknowledged backbone of the democratic 
system were already exhausted.

NOTEBOOK 

Bridgend MP 
MADELEINE 
MOON 
reports from 
Westminster. 

Morgan came as a shock to everyone, no matter 
what their party politics might be. A good and 
decent man who loved and worked for his country, 
gone far too soon. 

Then came the dreadful slaughter of children 
and their parents at a concert in Manchester and 
later the London Bridge attack and the country was 
in mourning over mindless killing. 

An election in the midst of these disasters felt 
like an indulgence, but there is no way to stop an 
election once one is called. 

The election result was still a shock to 
everyone - a hung Parliament. The deal with the 
DUP and the battles over Brexit were ahead of us 
when a fire consumed a block of flats in 
Kensington. 

As the numbers and nationalities of those who 
died rose, the country was in mourning again. The 
attack on worshippers leaving the Finsbury Park 
mosque brought in more emails to my office 
asking where the country was going. 

So much death and destruction had people 
despairing. This is the aim of terrorists, to create 
fear and uncertainty, distrust and division. 

These are feelings well known in South Korea. 
Every day the battle is played out in tweets and 
counter abuse between Trump and Kim Jong Un - 
a battle that could bring annihilation not only to 
the people on the Korean peninsula. 

Standing on the border between North and 
South Korea and feeling the tension between the 
military personnel based there is unnerving. 

Talking to nurses and medical staff, while in 
hospital in Seoul with double pneumonia, I heard 


of how they live with the constant threat of war. 

In reviewing the year, two words keep coming 
up. Two words I heard a lot in Westminster and in 
Washington in December where I met with 
politicians from across NATO and its partner 
nations: social media and exhaustion. 

The need for an in-depth analysis of how we 
manage and regulate social media is clear. Too 
many people think opinions expressed on social 
media have the same value as facts. 

Too much evidence has emerged of political 
interference in the democratic processes of the 
West by those who want to undermine our way of 
life. 

Too much hatred, fear and prejudice has been 
allowed, and even encouraged, to spread 
unchecked. Many people are exhausted by the 
search for truth, common values, hope and 
prosperity which seem so elusive. 

But 2017 cannot end on a negative note, 
especially after my visit to the Parliamentary 
archives. There you see the physical manifestation 
of British Parliamentary history. 

The rolls of parchment in the archives play out 
the legislation required for the dissolution of the 
monasteries, the Civil War, the loss of colonies in 
America, the development of canals, roads and 
railways. 

The fighting of many wars, opening the vote to 
all men and women, education to all children and 
the development of the NHS are on the shelves in 
the archives. The Rolls tell the turbulent history of 
this country. 

We have fought and divided over so many 
things. Religion, the power of birth and wealth, 
rights and responsibilities, sexual identity and 
personal and press freedom. 

Conflicts, tensions and divisions of opinion are 
part of our history and will continue into 2018. But 
so too has been the drive to accept difference, 
diversity, human rights, religious tolerance and 
kindness. 

In troubled times these are the causes that keep 
us going.

Molly’s Game well worth playing... 


A aron 

SORKIN 
has a 

reputation as one 
of Hollywood’s 
leading 

screenwriters. But 
if the Coen 
brothers’ Barton 
Fink taught us 
anything, it’s that 
screenwriters don’t 
always have the 
clout and power 
they should have. 

Swayed (or probably 
not) by this life lesson, 
Sorkin has now stepped 
behind the camera to 
make his directorial 
debut with real-life 
story Molly’s Game. 

It stars Jessica 
Chastain as Molly 
Bloom, a woman whose 
dreams of being an 
Olympic skier were 
shattered, and who 
ended up taking on a 
job as a personal 
assistant. 

When she is put in 
charge of her boss’s 
weekly poker games, 
where big money 
changes hands and the 


clientele are the rich 
and the famous, Molly 
soon becomes 
embroiled in the world 
of poker - and relishes 
every second of it! 

Turning game 
running into her 
profession, she is 
labelled the ‘Poker 
Princess’ - but when 
she is caught up in an 
FBI investigation, 

Molly has to clear her 
name, with the reluctant 
help of lawyer Charlie 
Jaffey (Idris Elba)... 

Aaron Sorkin has a 
way with dialogue that 
is mesmerising. It’s 
densely-packed yet rolls 
off the tongue of actors 
with effortless ease. 

That he is also able 
to do this with a camera 
is a very pleasing 
development as Molly’s 
Game, while perhaps 
not having quite the 
same punch as some of 
his other work, is a 
fizzy concoction of a 
film, one that shows 
both the glamour and 
the grit of the world of 
poker, but equally 
delivers a captivating 
and hugely impressive 
lead character in Molly 


Bloom. 

Bloom may well be 
one of Jessica 
Chastain’s best turns yet 
(hints of award 
recognition have been 
heavy), a woman who 
has faced down 
adversity several times 
but who keeps on going 
and is pushed to make 
the best of herself. 

Chastain is a perfect 
fit for this character, 
coldly professional yet 
not without humanity 
and compassion (she’s 
as quick to stamp out 
cheating as she is to tell 
a down-on-his-luck 
player to leave the 
table), and she’s 
engaging throughout. 

Living off the tips 
rather than taking a cut 
of the pot (or ‘raking’ as 
the official terminology 
has it), everything 
Bloom is doing is just 
about legal; but when 
the stakes get higher, 
the necessity to start to 
bend the rules becomes 
the straw that breaks the 
camel’s back, and 
seeing her tackle this 
head on is delivered 
superbly by Chastain, 
who owns the film.

But as much as all 
eyes are on Chastain, 
equally they are all on 
Sorkin’s first outing as a 
writer/director. Script- 
wise, it has all the 
hallmarks of his work, 
the rat-tat-tat dialogue, 
witty comments replete 
with sharp ripostes, and 
his decision to structure 
the film in a non-linear 
way maintains the 
momentum and 
prevents it from 
slipping too much into 
overly-familiar territory. 

Visually, he brings an 
energetic fizz to the 
film, finally bringing 
his eye to his own 
work. It’s an assured 
and confident debut 
from him, not without 
some minor wobbles 
here and there, but 
Sorkin shows he’s more 
than capable of 
delivering the goods 
behind the camera as 
well as on the page. 

As you would expect, 
the writing drives the 
direction (the constant 


voiceover deftly used to 
deliver exposition), but 
Sorkin doesn’t scrimp 
on either. 

Molly’s Game is a 
fascinating story, and 
one that is delivered, if 
not with a great deal of 
weight, certainly with a 
great deal of 
entertainment value - 
Sorkin and Chastain 
have played a great 
hand. 

VERDICT: Aaron 
Sorkin’s directorial 
debut is a great success, 
Molly’s Game a 
wonderful showcase for 
one of Jessica 
Chastain’s best 
performances yet. 

Fizzy and 

entertaining, yet with a 
solid narrative 
backbone, this is a 
superb piece of work, 
perhaps less weighty 
than you might expect, 
but no less satisfying 
for it. Recommended.

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William Banter — a showman 
with a heart of gold

Local school treats 
senior citizens 
to Christmas lunch 



What need of words when 
the smiles say it all? 


Z W BANTER & 
^ Sons’ as 
‘travelling 
entertainers’, were 
regular visitors to 
Barry in the mid 
and late 1890s with 
their ‘penny rides’ 
on steam 
roundabouts, 
galloping horses, 
and swinging boats 
with shooting 
saloons and an 
Alpine Railway. 

This advert from 
1900, with its headline 
act of ‘African Flying 
Ostriches’, announced 
their arrival on the usual 
site opposite the gas 
works in Holton Road 
(probably where the 
head Post Office used to 
be). 

Apart from the 
excitement this brought 
to local youngsters, it 
invariably meant a 
bonus for the many 
voluntary organisations 
in the district, such as 
the Nursing Association 
and Accident Hospital 
in Kingsland Crescent. 

In March 1900, 
William Banter held a 
‘village fair’ in aid of 
the ‘voluntary hospital’ 
which Nurse Amy 


Evans had recently 
opened for the ‘destitute 
sick’. In another, his 
‘Alpine Railway, 
roundabouts and 
swings, shooting saloon, 
coconut shies’ donated 
takings to the Barry 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Families Fund. 

In May 1903, 
hundreds of children 
enjoyed his rides with 
all the receipts going to 
the building fund for St 
Mary’s Church. 

Given some of the 
recent brushes that 
present-day Henry 
Banter has had with 
local authorities, it is 
ironic how William was 
summoned for blowing 
a steam whistle to the 
annoyance of the 
public! After agreeing 
to stop, the charge was 
withdrawn, but he also 
breached an UBC bye¬ 
law with a steam 
roundabout, then 
promised it would be 
removed within six 
weeks. In a more 
serious vein, he was 
fined Is 6d plus 7s costs 
for keeping a dog 
without a licence. 

On the occasion of 
his ‘World’s Fair’, for 
the first time he brought 
one of the finest organs 


to have ever visited the 
district, able to play 
both classical and 
popular music. 

As often happened, 
the finest tributes to the 
man came on the 
occasion of his death in 
February 1902 at 
Rodney Parade, 
Newport. 

The ‘Carmarthen 
Weekly’ referred to him 
as the “oldest 
roundabout proprietor 
and amusement caterer” 
in south Wales. 


He was born in 1836 
at Worcester and at the 
age of 20, the future 
entrepreneur made his 
first move. Using the 
newly-invented 
‘collodion process’ of 
taking photographs 
which could be 
developed “while you 
wait”, he travelled to all 
the fairs in England. 

He then moved into 
Wales and with funds 
obtained from his first 
enterprise, he gradually 
became the man we 


have seen above. 

The Barry Bock 
News called him the 
leading “travelling 
entertainer in south 
Wales over the last 45 
years” and commended 
him for his “generosity 
to charitable institutions 
and persons in distress”. 

The funeral took 
place in Cardiff, 
arranged by undertaker 
John Jones and Son of 
Holton Road and 
Cardiff. 

There were 20 
carriages and a funeral 
car drawn by four 
horses, with 50 people 
on foot at the head of 
the procession. His 
widow Jane was 
accompanied by son 
John, brothers John and 
Jos, and four nephews 
and nieces. 

Mention was made of 
large donations to 
Newport, Merthyr and 
Bowlais hospitals and 
‘explosion funds’ for 
Park Slip, Tynewydd; 
Great Western, 
Cilfynydd; Senghenydd 
and Llanbradach 
collieries. 

A lifelong sufferer of 
bronchitis, over his last 
seven weeks he 
developed pneumonia 
and died aged 65. 

Buring my brief 
research, it was 
noticeable that the 
words ‘generosity’ and 
‘Banter’ featured 
regularly in the same 
sentence. 


MARY Immaculate 
High School spread 
some joy to a group 
of senior citizens 
who joined staff and 
pupils for a 

Christmas feast as 
part of their annual 
festive project. 

Each year, the school 
takes the festive season 
as an opportunity to give 
back to the local 
community and both the 
senior citizens and 

students look forward to 
spending time together, 
sharing stories and

This year, the number 
of attendees doubled 
since 2016, with 120 
people being catered for 
by the high school. 
Pensioners had a three- 
course lunch, festive 
entertainment, including 
songs sung by the school 
choir, and each received 


a gift as special thanks 
for attending. 

The event organiser, 
Michelle Jeffery, said: 
“The event is something 
that the whole school 
looks forward to every 
year. It is a pleasure to be 


part of and to see people 
of all ages coming 
together to enjoy the 
Christmas festivities. It 
reminds us all what 
Christmas is really 
about.”

Could new housing 
in Dinas Powys 
undermine a bypass? 


THERE are 
concerns a 
proposed 

development of 215 
houses in Dinas 
Powys could fatally 
undermine plans 
for a bypass to 
alleviate chronic 
congestion in the 
village. 

The plans would see 
new homes built on land 
at the former St Cyres 
Lower School, and local 
campaigners and 
councillors argue that 
the development - if 
approved - could prove 
‘fatal’ for the Dinas 
Powys bypass. 

The application will 
not now be heard by the 
Vale Council’s planning 
committee on January 11 
because council officers 
need to consider ‘matters 
outstanding’ relating to 
the application. 

Consideration is 
believed to relate to the 
by-pass route and where 
the St Cyres 

development encroaches 
over the intended line of 
the by-pass. 

Roger Pattenden has 
been confirmed by 
cabinet member for 
transport Cllr Geoff Cox 
as the official 
representative for the 
Dinas Powys community 
on the ‘Bypass Review 
Group’. 

He wants committee 


members to consider 
findings in a report by 
Mott McDonald into the 
development which 
found flaws in the 
transport analysis 
undertaken to date. 

He said: “Mott 
MacDonald’s report 
questions the lack of 
emphasis put onto the 
extra traffic the 
development will 
generate, particularly at 
the Murch Road / 

Cardiff Road A4055 
junction. 

“It says that far from 
being of ‘no material 
impact’ in future years 
the junction is forecast 
to be over capacity and 
will suffer significant 
congestion and delay.” 

Cllr Vincent Bailey, 
who has been working 
with Dinas Powys 
councillors to champion 
a bypass warned that the 
development would not 
only add to the “growing 
chaos” on local roads - 
it would put the bypass 
itself at risk. 

He explained: “The 
bypass is part of a 
regional bid for City 
Deal money, which 
shows just how seriously 
the Conservative council 


is taking this project. 

“That’s great news, 
but I do worry that this 
housing development 
could undermine that 
progress if developers 
are allowed to build 
directly on to the most 
plausible route for a 
bypass. 

“At the end of the 
day, the bypass is one of 
the most important 
transport projects in the 
region. 

“We need to put that 
first and I hope that the 
planning committee take 
a strategic view on these 
proposals. The 215 
homes would add to the 
need for a bypass to 
tackle the growing chaos 
on local roads - we 
mustn’t let them build in 
its path!” 

Dinas councillor Andy 
Robertson added: “We 
don’t want to sound too 
enthusiastic yet, but 
things are certainly 
moving in the right 
direction. 

“The council are 
strongly behind the 
project as everyone now 
realises it’s not just for 
Dinas Powys but 
essential for the whole 
Vale.”

SOCIAL mobility is the key to 
ensuring that every child has 
the same opportunities in life 
regardless of their 
background, said Chris 
Elmore. 

The Ogmore MP led a Westminster 
Hall debate on the issue and called for 
greater equality of opportunity and a 
narrowing of divisions. 

He said social mobility should be at 
the forefront of political discourse, 
particularly in Wales. 

Mr Elmore said: “Given our 
industrial history and the fact that 
nearly a quarter of all individuals now 
live in poverty, we are in desperate 
need of a social mobility revolution to 
ensure that every child is afforded the 
same opportunities in life. 

“The widening gulf between classes 
means that even the brightest and most 
talented children can struggle in life as 
a result of their background. 

“It is of deep concern to many in our

nation, and until removed it obstructs 
any pretence that we live in a fair and 
just society.” 

Mr Elmore said that under the 
Labour Government, absolute child 
poverty was cut in half and the fight to 
cut child poverty further was enshnned 
in law, only to be scrapped by the 
coalition Government, who went on to 
change the definition of child poverty 
altogether in 2015. 

He said: “It is high time that 
ministers tackled the root causes of 
poverty, rather than moving the 
goalposts to improve their weak 
record.” 

Mr Elmore said the children who 
were “lifted out of poverty by Labour” 
grew up having led a better childhood, 
and as a result are more likely to 
succeed in life. 

He said he looks forward to 
Government ministers addressing 
social mobility issues while MPs on all 
sides continue to be aspirational for 
young people in constituencies 
throughout Wales.

W ITH St 

Helen’s Boy 
(Llangeinor 
Hunt) winning the 
Times Championship 
and Tarville (Gelligaer 
Farmers) the RMC 
Group Championship, 
the 1988 point-to-point 
season was a 
particularly good one 
for Welsh horses. 

Other Welsh winners 
in hunter chases under 
Rules were Sweet Rascal, 
Norton’s Coin, Jack 
Billmier and Final 
Prescence. 

The leading horse was 
Liza Smithson’s Lislary 
Lad from the Tredegar 
Farmers Hunt. This 
former inmate of Mercy 
Rimell’s yard won seven 
men’s open races 
consecutively. 

Lislary Lad’s rider, 
Tim Jones, of Rudry, 
became the sixth rider to 
win the Welsh riders’ 
championship since the 
competition was first 
held in 1971. 

The others were 
reigning champion John 
Llewellyn, of 

Cowbridge, Mike 
Williams, Tim Rooney, 
Ross Farr and Paul 
Hamer. 

Jones rode 18 winners 
compared to John 
Llewellyn's 20, but 


Llewellyn rode several 
winners outside of Wales 
and these do not count 
for the Welsh 
Championship. 

However, Llewellyn 
had some consolation in 
knowing that the 20 wins 
he chalked-up beat his 
own record of 19 wins in 
a season when winning 
the national title in 1983. 

Jones also won the 
Bill Jones Memorial 
Trophy awarded to the 
leading rider in the south 
Wales and 

Monmouthshire area. 

Tim Jones’ sister, Pip, 
retained her Welsh 
women’s title with six 
wins. She also rode three 
winners under Rules and 
at 19 has a promising 
career ahead of her. 

One of the outstanding 
performances of the 
season was put up by 
Grenville Richards’ 14- 


year-old Fixed Price 
from the Talybont Hunt. 

This grand old 
warrior, partnered by 
John Llewellyn, won a 
division of the men’s 
open race at the Brecon 
for the fifth year in 
succession, a feat that 
will probably never be 
bettered. 

It was appropriate that 
a Llangibby horse. 
Mistress Rock, has won 
the George Williams 
Memorial Trophy for 
Williams of Magor, was 
a keen supporter of the 
Llangibby Hounds. 
Mistress Rock’s rider, Joe 
Price of Penhow, rode 
five winners. 

Another rider who has 
good cause to remember 
the 1988 season is 
Newport’s Richard 
Williams, who rode his 
first winner after 15 
years of trying. 


Two other riders to 
chalk-up their first 
winners were Bassaleg’s 
Nicky Williams and 
Llanbedir’s Helen Lewis. 

Nicky Williams, the 
16-year-old daughter of 
Mike Williams, won the 
members’ race at the 
Tredegar Farmers 
meeting at Llantarnam 
on Jeff Payne’s bay 
gelding, Rushbeds. 

A junior international 
show jumper, she works 
as a secretary to Ledbury 
trainer Colin Jackson. 

It is interesting to note 
that Norton’s Coin went 
on to win the 1990 
Cheltenham Gold Cup.

A LARGE crowd at
